__ In some cases, a people among whom a revival was 
in progress were visited by perhaps two ministers, from 
the distance of thirty or fifty miles, who continued their 
visit for a week or more, preaching two or three times 
a day, to crowded comsaben. Such a visit was made 
to the a of my charge, in the revival of 1805, by 
Rev. Messrs. Mills and Hallock, whose labors on that 
occasion were greatly blessed. A letter of Judge Bou- 
dinot, describing the revival in Newark under the min- 
istry of Dr. Griffin, says, that during that season, he 
preached seven times in a week, including the sermons 
of the Sabbath. And in the revival of the same year 
among the people of Dr. Strong of Hartford, six ser- 
mons a week, besides the Sabbsth, were preached, 
chiefly by the two Congregatioual ministers of the 
city. 

At this period, one instance is mentioned of what is 
now called a “ protracted meeting,” of two days’ con- 
tinuance, holden at Rupert, Vt. Five sermons were 
preached, besides many exhortations and prayers. 
About 3000 persons were present, and the exercises 
were attended with evident manifestations of divine 
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idens of the moral character of the Deity, and for the 
zeal with which they contend for its influence on doc- 
trinal and practical religion. Firm champions of dis- 
interested love, they set themselves, withthe greatest 
ardour, to expose those religious affections, which are 
founded on mere selfishness, and which are excited 
mary by the conviction their possessors entertain of 
their having been the object of the Divine predilection, 
without any perception of the excellence and moral 
beauty of the Divine nature. They laid as the foun- 
dation of all vital religion a perception of moral beau- 
ty, a complacency in the Deity on account of his own | 
intrinsic excellence, which, they contend, is a separate | 
priociple from mere gratitude for benefits expected or 
received, however it may enlarge and extend it. The 
originality displayed by these writers, at the head of 
whom the celebrated Edwards is placed by universal 
consent,—the acumen of their logic, and the fervor of 
their piety,—seized powerfully on the mind of Dr. 
Ryland in his early years, and gave a decisive turn to 
his subsequent studies and pursuits. From that time 
to the close of his life, the relation which Christianity

DR. PORTER ON REVIVALS. 
[From his 2d Letter in the Spirit of the Pilgrims.] 
But among the ministers to whom I have referred, 


| what means were deemed most important, in promoting 


revivals of religion? To this Lanswer, that the first 
place, in point of importance, was assigned to the 
preaching of the gospel. ‘That this ought to be regard- 


|ed as the prime instrument which God has chosen for 


the conversion of sinners, is evident from the example 
of Christ in his own ministry; from his commission to 
the Apostles, and theirexample in executing that com- 
mission; and from the universal experience of the 
church. 

Besides the two sermons which ordinarily were de- 
livered in each pulpit on the Sabbath, a third was very 
common during a ime of revival. On week days, too, 
with more or less of regularity, according to the state 
of a congregation, lectures were attended. For exam- 
ple, in some cases, the pastors of two adjacent church- 
es, or more, preached at occasional meetings, attended 
successively within each other’s limits, at the church 
or at more private places. In other instances, two 
ministers visited five or six towns in the same vicinity, 
during the same weck, preaching ineach congregation 
severai sermons. The time of their coming was an- 
nounced beforehand, as the oecasion of special prayer 
on the part of the church to be visited. The sermons 
delivered in this manner were generally attended with 
a manifest blessing from heaven; sometimes the effect 
was immediate and remarkably powerful. I can nev- 
er forget an interesting meeting of about ten ministers, 
at my house, in which, after the lamentable faet had

| tended weekly, fromm September to March, on Saturday 
| evening, the hour after sun-setting; and from March 
\ to September, on Sabbath evening, the hour before 
sun-setting. And later still, the circle of churches with 
which I was connected, to the number of fifteen or 
twenty, observed a sacramental concert, which returned 
with the regular seasons of preparation for the Lord’s 
| Supper. Then these churches met at the same hour, 
each in its own sanctuary; and after a sermon, or 
| other solemn service appropriate to the communion, 
| the children of the chureh, who had been dedicated to 
God in baptism, and who were brought together at the 
time, were commended to the divine blessing by the 
‘united prayers of the whole church. These were 


among the most solemn, delightful, profitable prayer- | 


| meetings | ever witnessed. ‘They were a practical 


commentary on the significance of household dedica- | 


tion to God. 

| Atthis period commenced, as I suppose, the female 
prayer-meelings, which are now so common, and which 
have been attended with most important results to the

‘There was one more kind of 
special prayer-meeting, which I will describe only by 
an extract from the narrative of the revival at Newark. 


** A society was formed, to meet at nine o’clock on | 


| Sabbath morning, and spend an hour, previous to en- 

| gaging in public worship, in prayer to God for his 
blessing on the word. ‘They styled themselves the 

| Aaron and Hur Society, as supporting the hands of 

| their minister. The second Sabbath, the numbers were 

| doubled ; and the third, the school-house in which they 
assembled was crowded, and has continued so since, 
hesides others in different parts of the village. It was 
not long before the blessed work pervaded every part 
of the Society.” 

Just such a Sabbath morning meeting was attended 
| by the church of which I was pastor, and the practice 

I suppose to have been somewhat extensive amid the 
prevalence of revivals, and certainly with a direct ten- 
dency to promote their prevalence. 

I can only add, in the briefest mannér, that among 
| the interesting facts which have strongly impressed my 
own mind, in reviewing the printed sketebes of these 
revivals, this is one; that special outpourings of the 
Spirit often began in obvious connexion with some new 
efforts of a church for the spiritual good of children and 
youth. Thisis another,—that these seasons of mercy, 
in repeated instances, followed the faithful exercises of 
discipline, by which a church promptly cut off from 
her communion some incorrigible offender against the 


laws of Christ.

|tian edification, helkt regularly in the house of the 
widow. This good woman had neverhad a Bible, and 
was acquainted with no Christians: her regeneration 
was affected by the Spirit of God, entirely through the 
means of tracts.

TAUNTON AND VICINITY CONFERENCE, 
| ‘The Taunton and Vicinity Conference of Churches 
held its semi-annual meeting in the Rev. Mr. Shaw’s 
| Parish in Middleboro’, on the 9th and 10th days of 
April last. Sermon by the Rev. Mr. Audros. Narra- 
tive of the state of religion by the Rev. Mr. Colby.— 
The communion of the Lord’s Supper was administer- 
jed asusual, ‘The Conference includes ten Congre- 
gational Churches, all of which have settled Pastors, 
and in neurly all there are now, or have recently been 
|revivals of religion. The following facts, condensed 
| from the narrative, may be interesting to the Christian 
| publie. 
In Seekonk, since the last Conference, four have 
jheen added to the church, many have recently in- 
dulged hope of reconciliation to God, and many others 
lare awakened and convicted. 

In Berkley, within a few months past, God has re- 
vived his work; many minds are seriously impressed, 
and ten or twelve indulge hope in the pardoning mercy 
of God.—Raynham, during the last year, has enjoyed 

a greater revival of religion than ever was known in 
| that place before. Forty-four have been added to the 
eburch, and about a dozen more expect soon to unite 
| with it. In North Middleboro’ a very powerful revival 
|of religion has been experienced;—about 100 in the 
| Congregational Society have hopefully been converted 
|—71 have been added to the Church, and others are 
expected soon to unite with it. Of 100 Sunday School 
| Scholars, 45 have become hopefully pious; and all the 
jteachers except one or two, who were not pious be- 
| fore, have become so in this revival. 

| At Assonet, a protracted meeting left a good impres- 
sion.—some religious attention prevails, and there are 
a few cases of conversion. 

Fall River has recently enjoyed, in the Congrega- 
tional Society, a refreshing from the presence of the 
Lord. Previous to the protracted meeting, there were 
favorable appearinces;—this meeting, it is believed, 
had a good effect:—a revival followed, and about 60 
have been hopefully converted. 

In Dighton, since the recent four-days meeting, 
there are some instances of conversion, and the state 
of religion appears promising. 
| From the two churches in Taunton, no official re- 
| turns:—but, it is known thatin both these societies 
there have been revivals, and it is believed that large 
additions have been made to both churches. 

In the second church in Middleboro’, where the 
Conference was held, some favorable appearances 
were reported. —From Rehobeth, no official Reps rt. 

Connected with these churches are Sunday Schools, 
and with most of them Bible Classes, Tract Societies, 
and various benevolent associations. All, itis believed, 
observe the monthly concert of prayer, anda large pro- 
portion, the Sunday School concert. All or nearly all 
have taken a decided stand in the cause of Temper- 
ance, and of the Sabbath:—and all feel, it may be 
hoped, a deep sense of their obligations to God, and of 
gratitucle for the tokens of bis merey, and a fixed de- 
termination, in his strength, to persevere in Christian 
duty.

In reviewing the events of the past year, as detailed in the 
reports of the Presbyteries, we cannot fail to notice manifest 
interpositions of divine mercy. At the rising of the last As- 
sembly, painful apprehensions were felt, by those who love 
our Zion, that times of darkness and trial were approaching 
The political contentions which agitated the public mind, ane 
the lamented controversies among ourselves, seemed to pre- 
sent formidable barriers against the progress of the Redem- 
er’s cause. A dark cloud obscured the future, and we vould 
not but justly fear the frowns of divine displeasure. An un- 
hallowed spirit of party so far destroyed the harmony and 
Christian affection among some of our members, as to excite 
exultation in the ranks of the enemies of 
clothe our church in mourning. 

And it seems a remarkable circumstance, designed to bring 
our whole church in the dust before God, and tu banish for- 
ever the baleful spirit of sectional! jealousy from our councils, 
that the showers of blessing have descended upon all portions 
of our wide extended bounds, aud crowned the labors of our 
ministry generally, with precious tokens of divine approba- 
lion. 

It is thus worthy of special commemoration: that while 
our prospects at the beginning of the past year were darkened 
by uncomwimon discouragements while the obstacles to the 
progress of a work of grace, CHE MUTOH ETUEY Hur eereEUrTE 5 
and while our sins seemed to call for the visitations of 
wrath; we are called upon to record more of the loving kind- 
ness of the Lord toward our churches generally, and more of 
the triamphs of grace over the powers 
other year of our history. * 

It is our delightful privilege to report, that sixty-eight | 
Presbyteries have been blessed with the special influences of 
the Holy Spirit, reviving the charches, and bringing perish- | 
ing sinners to the saving knowledge of the truth. In these 
highly favored Presbyteries, about seven hundred congrega- 
tions are reported as having been thus visited in rich mercy 
In many of these places, thus re freshed by the showers of 
divine grace, the displays of the power of the Gospel have 
been glorious, almost beyond example. Several Presbyte- 
ries have had their whole territory pervaded by an heavenly 
influence, and every congregation has become a harvest-field 
for the ingathering of souls, to the fold of thegood Shepherd 
The following list includes those Presbyteries, which have 
been distinguished by a mighty prevalence of the work of 
God, viz.

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TRIAL OF MR, IRVING, 
Late London papers give the following account of the trial of the 
Rev. Edward Irving, which took place on the 2d and Sd of May. 
The case came for consideration before the Scotch Preshy- 
tery, who are, it seems, the arbiters chosen by the trust-deed 
for the final settlement of any differences that may happen to 
arise between Mr. Irving and his ‘Trustees. ‘The Presby tery 
meeting took place in the Scotch Chapel, Londen Wall. 
When prayers were ended, the Presbytery proceeded to 
fore them; and the statement of the Trustees, 
signed on bebalf of the whole body by Mr. Mann, was read, | 
setting forth the various proceedings which had taken place | 
in the National Scotch Charch since October last to March in | 
the present year, which were inconsistent with the form of 
worship prescribed to be followed by the Christ of Scotland. 
The statement contained four or five separate charges against 
Mr. Irving, which, though varying in the mode of expression, 
were substantially the same,—namely, that Mr. Irving had, 
contrary to the terms of the trust-deed, permitted persons 
not being members or licentiates of the Church of Scotland, 
to hold forth publicly and during the time of divine serv ice | 
in the Seoteh National Church.

TEMPERANCE MEETING, 

An adjourned meeting of the Massachusetts Society for the 
Suppression of Intemperance was held at the Masonic Tem-| 
ple on Tuesday evening, the 5th inst. Dr. J. C. Warren, 
President of the Society, in the chair. 

After prayer by the Rev. Mr. Pierpont, the President re- | 
marked that the object of the meeting was to hear and con- | 
sider the Report of a Committee, appointed at the annual 
meeting, to obtain funds for the support of an Agent. An 
Agent—the Rev. Mr. Hildreth—had been employed as far as | 
practicable during the last two years. The calls for his ser- 
vices had been becoming more numerous and pressing; and 
he would have been constantly employed bat for the want 
shuscriptions to supply this deticloncy, but circumstances had | 
led the Committee to defer the subject to the present time. 
To explain the nature of the agency and to show the qualifi- 
cations and success of the agent, Dr. W. read a letter from 
Walpole giving an account of the happy results of his labors 
in that town. 

Mr. Codman, from the Committee referred to, reported 
a resolution for increasing their number by the addition of 
two gentlemen from each ward in the city; which was ac- 
cordingly done. - 

Mr. Hildreth, having been called upon by Mr. Pierpont for 
a statement of his views and plans, gave some account of the 


objects of the Society and of the means which he bad been 


accustomed to use in the prosecution of his agency. In the | 


course of his remarks he had occasion to speak of the man- | 


ufacture and sale of ardent spirit. It was one object, he said, 


| of the Society, and a prominent object with himself as its 


agent, to induce distillers and venders to give up their busi- 
ness. He urged nothing against the principles or the charac- 
ters of such persons; he aimed only at their employment. 
That was a terrible scourge to the country—alike hostile to 
the highest and dearest interests of individuals and of the com- 
munity

He knew the ob- 
jections of these men; they might ask him in what other way 
they could support their families, in what other business they 
could engage, &c.
